EDUCATION EXPERT ASSERTS 


Economy, Boston Take Toll 
On Desegregation Progress 


By MICKI SELTZER 

Citing the impact of Boston 
and the recession, Dr. Robert 
L. Green, nationally rec- 

nized education and 

school desegregation con- 
sultant, told a press con- 
ference last week that the 
process of desegregation will 
be painful and slow over the 
next five years. 

Green, who delivered the 
keynote address’ at a two.day 
“Human Relations in Educa- 
tion Training Program,” said 
there will be no press from 
the black community, which 
is “preoccupied with employ- 
Tment-and feeding their kids." 

Boston, he noted, has poin- 
ted out that the burden of 
change, desegregation, has 
been placed on poor people. 

Why not desegregation bet- 
ween Cambridge aad Rox- 
bury, he asked, citing the 


* néed to minimize the effects 


of social class as well as 
face, 

Green said political op- 
position to desegregation in 
Boston comes from a 
realization that the mood of 
the country is not supportive 
of desegregation, 

“The lack of leadership 
must be placed at the feet of 
educators,"' he asserted. 
"The press for desegregation 
has not been. within..the 
educational establishment, 


_ but rather from community 


groups and lawyers. 

“| can think of no other 
profession that has allowed 
another profession to take 
over its thrust.” 

In response fo a question 
about the Columbus Plan, 
Green said he was not 
knowledgeable about the 
particular plan but that 
freedom-of-choice plans are 
Inadequate because parents 
who will take the ef- 
fort to transfer their children 
are usually middle income.

One. of the old timers called the office to inform us that 
Charlie Anderson, former end for Ohio State's 1939-40 foot- 
ball team, died in Massilion a few days. ago. 

. Anderson had two great years under coach Francis A. 
Schmidt, who was hired to replace Sam Willaman in 1934. All 
three men left Ohio State on a very sour note. 

After Schmidt's teams lost an 18-13 game to Notre Dame 
in 1935 and 7-2 In 1936, the fans were ready tor his scalp. 
However, he stayed until the Buckeyes were humiliated by 
Michigan in 1940 to the tune of 40-0 with Tom Harmon doing 
most of the damage. 

Paul Brown, now coach of the Cincinnati Bengals, en- 
tered the Buckeye football arena in 1941, He agitated many 
black fans his first year when he kicked Anderson off the 
team for violating a few of his training rules. 

Several years ago this columnist saw @ carbon copy of a 
petition which a group of concerned black éitizens in Colum. 
bus submitted to Brown in an attempt to have Anderson rein- 
stated. P 

Anderson had been the only black player to make Ohio's 


; first team since Bill Bell did it in 1931,

High School, Embrey was not 
only a football player, but a basketball and track star. In the 
100-yard dash, he consistently hovered around the 10-second 
mark, so the speed he showed against the Mounts was not a 
flash in the pan. 

“Now, enrolled in physical education at Ohio State Uni- 
versity, Embrey is confining his-efforts.to- football, working 
the remainder of the school year. 

“Embrey is considered among the best four or five 
scholastic ball carriers ever out of Dayton in 30 years of high 
schoo! play. 

“He earned his Frosh numerals last year and his pérfor- 
mance against Mount Union in his first intercollegiate con- 
test was little short of amazing. He scored one touchdown 
and two were taken away from him because he stepped out 
of Bounds.

IN SCHOOL SUSPENSION CASE 


PARENTS STOOD BY THEIR CHILDREN 
AND WON SUIT -- HAVE NO REGRETS

At least two parents of the 
nine students who took their 
school suspension case to 
the U.S, Supreme Court and 
won, believe it was worth the 
ettort. 

Both Mrs. Veda Smith, 
mother of Carl Smith, and 
Mrs, Barbara Byars, mother 
of Clarence Byars, felt they 
must stand by their sons 
when they were suspended 
during a period of student 
unrest in conjunction with 
black history week four years 
ago. 

At that time, large numbers 
of students around the city 
were suspended without ap- 
peal for various periods of 
time some for 10 days or in- 
detinitely. More than one suit 
was filed but the case which 
ultimately went to the 
Supreme Court was Lopez vs 
Williams; which was brought 
on behalf of nine students 
from Marion-Franklin and 
Central High Schools and 
McGuffey Junior High. 

The Supreme Court upheld 
the lower court ruling which 
declared unconstitutional the 
Ohio law which permits 
suspension and expulsion of 
high school students without 
a hearing. 

“Parents should listen to 
their kids,” affirmed Mrs. 
Smith when asked about her 
retlections on the suit, 

“The child is not always 
wrong,” she said, “Parents 
should take the patience to 
listen and follow through — 
do something about it — not 
just Jay down and take 
anything they put on you, 

“Everyone has a right to an 
education,” she asserted. “It 
doesn't do any good to 
suspend unless he’s so in- 
corrigible he has to be placed 
in detention.” 

Mrs.-Smith said the school 
system had refused to allow 
her. son, Carl to return_to 
Central although no reason 
had been given, and he had 
to attend Central night 
school in order to graduate. 
Carl, who was a senior at the 
time, attended Columbus 
Technical Institute for 1 1/2 
years following graduation 
and is now working for the 
State. 

Also standing by her son 
was Mrs. Byars, who said she 
felt very good about the 

— Supreme Court decision and 
believes it will help students 
still in school. . 

Mrs. Byars had already 
talked with the principal at 
Marion-Franklin at the time of 
the suspensions about: the 
concern that the plans for 
black history week were in- 
sufficient, She said the 
suspensions were given in a 
very arbitrary..manner, and 
that there was dissatisfaction 
with the administration on the 
part of both blacks and 
whites.

Gov. Rhodes Seeking Court Action 
To Halt Federal Welfare Pay Cuts 


Gov. James A. Rhodes said 
Tuesday the State of Ohio 
will seek court action to 
prevent the Federal Govern. 
ment from cutting Ohio's 
welfare allotments, 

“We are not going to stab 
the working people of Ohio in 
the back because of the inef- 
ficiencies of the Federal 
Government,” he said. 

The ,Governor said he is 
asking ‘the Ohio Attorney 
General to bring the action in 
Federal Court against the 
U.S. Department of Health, 
and Welfare 
(HEW): 

“We are going to ask for 
the restoration of a $3 million 


cut for the January-March 
period. We believe this cut 
was illegally made,” Gov. 
Rhodes said. 

“We also are going to ask 
that HEW be prevented from 
making any additional cuts in 
money needed to meet Ohio's 
assistance payments. We 
have been advised that HEW 
is threatening a $2.5 million 
cut in the April-June allot- 
ment for Ohio," Rhodes con- 
tinued. 

He charged the allotment 
cuts, which are affecting a 
number of states, are an at-' 
tempt by HEW to penalize 
states for loose ad- 
ministration of welfare funds

Federal Jurists Hit Fire,

Informed in the world, yet, political 
economy is perhaps one of the least 
understood subjects in the nation. 

The fact that less than half of the 
people in the United States are 
registered voters and, that most of 
these don't vote, is an indication of the 
ignorance of the people on the impor- 
tance of political economics in their 
lives. 

Yet, everyday, the people are com- 
plaining about one thing or another, but 
never once reflect on politics af- 
fect the very things they are com- 
Plaining of. 

The politicians know that what the 
books and whet the learned 
theroticians talk and write about, Is way 
over the heads of the people who vote 
and, who are, in the final analysis, the 
ones who determine how and what 
politicians are given. the responsibility 
to Implement our social and economic 
programs, 

Is is why you don't see any lobbyist 
at our schools and universities ad- 
vocating the teaching of various 
philosophies and social theories. The 


only lobbyist interested in education, 
are those selling books, supplies and 
buildings.

Martin L. King Holiday 
Bill Passes Ohio Senate 


The pr establishment of @ state holiday | 
memory of Dr. Martin L. King Jr., has cleared its first 
major hurdle toward becoming a reality. 

Ohio Senate, after strong opposition from two 
Republican mem! , 24 to 5 last Wednesday 
a bill creating.a holiday in honor of the late civil rights} 
leader, 


Although five Republicans voted against the 
Democrat sponsored measure, it was Supported by 
‘the Republican leadership, which tends to give it a 
trace of bi-partisan flavor. The six Republicans voting 
for the bill included: ; 

Minority Leader Michael J. Malony, Cincinnati; 
Minority Whip, Donald £. Lukens, Middletown; 
Theodore M. Gray, Columbus; Max Dennis, 
Wilmington; Oakley Collins, Ironton; and Walter LL: 
White, of the 12th District. 

Republicans sepoeing the bill Included Thomas A. 
Van Meter, Ashland; liam H. Mussey, Batavia; 
Stanley J. Aronoff, Cincinnati; M. Ben Gaeth, Toledo 
and Paul E. Gillmor, assistant minority leader, Port 
Clinton, 

Van Meter, the most vocal opponent of the bill, 
argued that the establishment of a holiday for King 
would cost the state $16-million. He claimed state em- 
ployes and others would be paid that amount for work 
they didn't do. . 

is argument was countered by William F, Bow a 
Cincinnati, sponsor of the measure, who insisted that 
the teey4 would cost the state in the neighbor 
of $600,000. However, he sald, regardless of the cos! 
it Is appropriate to make the things King stood for 
part of the American dream. | 

Bowen, on of two black members of the Senat £ 
iA, ea that it is “wrong to even think about Putting 
dollar cost on this; it's an historic day in the history of 
Ohio,” he said in reference to setting the third Mon- 
day in January as King's holiday. 

Van Meter scoffed at Bowen's feasoning and 
questioned whether. “you can consider King as an 
apostle of peace. It seemed to me, everywhere he 
went, violence followed,” he sald and added: 

King would join Columbus and Jesus Christ in 
peat 4 | & day named after him and “I can't believe, | 
can't buy the idea that Martin L. King belongs in the 
same category.” 

When the debate was over, 18 of the 21 Democrats 
voted for the bil, with three not recorded as voting. 
Not voting were former Senate Minority Leader An- 
thony Calabrese, Cleveland; Neal F. Zimmerman 
Dayton and Douglas Applegate, Steubgnville. Anci 
W. Johnson, Aurora, was the only Republican list: 
as not voting on the proposal. g

Anyone foolish enough not to take the. curragt 
recession seriously got a tremendous jolt from the 
President's Budget and the report of his Council of 
Economic Advisors, " 

Both paint a picture of a sick economy right 
through to the end of the decade. Unemployment;is 
projected at almost eight percent for the next three 
years, This means the government's top economic 
minds are willing to accept that nearly sight million 
people will be out of work annually, t 

They don't even_offermuch-light-atthe-end of the 
tunnel. By 1980, ok say, unemployment will still be 
5.5 percent of the labor force, or over five million 
people. And ail of this is to be accompanied by cen- 
tinued high inflation. 7 

It seems to me that any such projection shout 
Serve as the springboard for action. If the economists 
say this is what will occur, it becomes mandatory for 
government to intervene in the economy on a scale 
sufficient to insure that such disastrous predictions 
don't come true, # 

With each passing day it becomes more clear that 
the country needs a massive full employment poliey 
that guarantees a decent job at a decent wage to 
everyone who can work, and some form of economic 
controls to end high inflation. t 

This worries a lot of people, even those who 
reluctantly go along with the President's plans for.a 
big budget deficit to stimulate the economy. Too 
much government control, they Insist, means the end 
of the free enterprise system. 5 

What they seem to be forgetting is that a free en- 
terprise system that can't make work for eight millian 
people, that locks 85 million people into Poverty or. 
near-poverty, may be doomed anyway. T 

In fact, only. bold steps that put people to work 
and insure their earnings aren't eaten away by high 
inflation, can save the system. Back in the 1930s, at 
the height of the Depression, the govarnment took 
radical steps to put people to work and saved the 
system in the process. 

Some ope are suggesting that one of these 
steps, the Works Progress Administration, be revived 
MS 4 This was a program of work relief that, in spite 
of all the myths about workers sleeping on their 
shovels, was extremely eftective. q

Increase Rapidy Under Harry J. Berkemer 


By CYNTHIA DONALDSON 


Franklin County Sheriff 
Harry J. Berkemer took office 
in January, 1973. During the 
two years, since, the number 
of black men and women on 
the staff of the department 
has increased significantly. 


In a CALL-POST interview, 
Berkemer said he has made 
no commitment to integrate 
the staff; however, he has 
pursued a path of fairness in 
his dealings in the départ- 
ment. 


And this, according to him 
and his administrative aide, 
Don Brown, is the reason for 
the increase in black per- 
sonnel in the department. 

According to Brown, the 
biggest change initiated by

There Is a wonderment 
about the enlargement of the 
blacks’ on the” police force. 
Will the numbers be 
disseminated throughout the 
city or will they show up in 
the inner city? 

Many times colored people 
have called out for colored 
officers to police the black 
districts but, it all depends on 
the temperament of the men 
to be assigned to the district. 

It must never be forgotten 
that no man hates a black 
man like a black man. It must 
never be forgotten that there 
is_no contempt. of -his- own 
kind equal to that of black 
people for black people acc- 
complishing something. 

There is a deadly racial 
asininity about blacks’ at- 
titude towards blacks, Those 
colored officers of other 
years didn't have it easy for 
they were supposed to have 
not seen at all what was 
plainly visible. 

But, on the other hand, it is 
also hoped that the increased 
black force will not 
congregate in the black area 
only which would remove the 
idea of segregation and 
second class citizenship 
when wey are senior to 
Protect all the city districts. 

There should be a lot of 
colored men and women 
filling the ranks of policemen 
and policewomen as a com- 
mon Pago practice rather 
than rt being appointed to 
posts by special laws or ap- 
Peasement. But it has 
generally been by the last 
mentioned incentive. 

The promised upsurge of 
colored officers on the public 
scene will build what kind of 
history for consideration 
another 30 or 40 years from 


now? At best it will be 
another story of ‘cops and 
robbers’ with the ‘robbers’

Maryland School 


Desegregation 
is_Confusing

‘Md... {NBNS) . — 

The controversial school 
desegregation efforts here 
have now reached the point 
of confusion, Just two years 
ago after the court-ordered 
desegregation of this 
county's schoo! system, 35 of 
the county's 234 public 
schools have either too many 
blacks or too few to meet the 
guidelines established by the 
U.S. Court, 


Berkemer was the  in- 
troduction of an “open, com- 
petitive exam" that has made 
jobs available to everyone. 

Berkemer said he was more 
concerned in presenting an 
unbiased test than in making 
sure token blacks were ad- 
ded to the department; he 
feels thatthe test used for the 
past two years has produced 
a number of good people for 
them. 

The cultural fairness of the 
test has been proved by the 
small number of blacks 
eliminated by it, Brown said. 

The sheriff's department 
uses a recruitment program 
described by Brown as a 
“grapevine-type of com- 
munication,” In other words, 
‘the department does not have 
a formal system of recruiting, 
but relies on word of mouth, 
ads in state personnel of- 
fices, courthouses, county 
public buildings and 
association—with—staff—mem- 
bers to get people. 

Brown said they have had a 
lot of success with the 
system, a point proved recen- 
tly by the number of persons 
who applied for openings in 
the department. 

The written examination for 
1975 will be given Feb. 22 for 
the position of count 
patrolman (corréctional of- 
ficer). Teh openings are 
available; 200 applications 
were’ submitted. 

Statistically, there are ‘201 
people working in the depart- 
ment, 150 of these are 
deputies and the rest fall un- 
der various categories in- 
cluding civilian positions. 

There are 25 blacks on the 
staff. 

Sgt. Herman’ Willis has 
worked for the sheriff's 
department for eight years 
and is third in seniorit 
among blacks on the staff. 
When. he joined the staff in 
1967, Sgt. Millard Brown (26 
years) and Sgt. Jack Harris 
(10 years) were the only 
blacks in the department. 

Willis said that during the 
two years Berkemer has run 
the department, a number of 
favorable changes for blacks 
and for the rest of the staff 
have been initiated. One of 
them is civil service protec- 
tion for officers. 

“He has made it a business 
instead of a plaything,” Willis 
said. “Before, it was political; 
now the sheriff goes by com- 
petitive testing.” 

Willis” also said he felt 
Berkemer “didn’t see color" 
in his dealing with people. 

Berkemer is a retired 25- 
year veteran of the Columbus 
Police Department. His 


character throughout that 
period and during his two 
years as sheriff has been one 
about which Willis said; "I've 
never heard anyone say a 
bad thing about him.”

Willis said he felt chances 
for advancement in the 
department were good. 

He is a shift supervisor in 
the jail. He was promoted to 
sergeant in 1972. 

Berkemer said while the 
staff of his department was 
small in comparsion to the 
police department, his staff 
got as much done. 

In a comparison of the 
departments, there were only 
48 blacks among 1,144 sworn 
personnel in the police 
department as of Dec. 24, a 
percentage of 4.2 in an 18.5 
percent black population in 
Columbus. 

The sheriff's department 
has a staff of 201 including 
clerical positions; 25 persons 
or 9.6 per cent of the depart- 
ment is black, compared to 
the Columbus population. 

Sheriff Berkemer said his 
department presents better 
opportunities for blacks than 
the police department mainty 
because of the difference in 
age requirements for the two 
departments. 

The age limit for the 
Columbus Police Department 
is 21 to 31 years of age; the 
sheriff's department accepts 
people between the ages of 
21 and 45. Berkemer said this 
larger span allows the more 
mature person to qualify. 

He said a growing number 
of people. over thirty have 
been added to the staff, a fact 
he felt was good since many 
young persons tended to be 
attracted to better paying 
jobs elsewhere. 

The police department was 
recently ordered by a federal 
judge to develop a plan for 
recruiting blacks and to in- 
crease the percentage of 
blacks on the force-from 4.2 
to 18.5 within five.years. 

To. achieve the racial in- 
tegration goal by the end of 
1980, Columbus must hire 
about 220 minority policemen 
each. year. for the next five 
years, according to U.S. 
District Judge Robert M. Dun- 
can. 

This means that 45 percent 
of all new policemen hired for 
the next five years must be 
black. 

Berkemer has not pursued 
an integration policy but has 
had success in adding blacks 
to his department. He also 
does not have any type of 
recruitment program, yet, his 
dpeartment continually at- 
tracts and hires blacks. 

More are being hired all the 
time, according to sgt. Willis.

However, academic excellence doesn’t necessarily include 
preoccupation with the abnormal, Further, | would hope for 
some degree of balance in the approach to what many 
tegard as absolute truth 

resently, our school system barely gives a passing nod to 
a-book with the largest cireo-2 ir mankind's history. 

Until recent years, publishers of school materials steered a 

careful course. Such is not the case taday. The plain truth of 
the matter is that many of the materials are being used only 
because many-of the parents don't know they are there, 
__ | certainly agree that it is not a proper school function to 
impose any system of religious values. Likewise, we should 
not allow ridicule of any child's beliefs. Balanced Inquiry is 
the proper course. 

Sad to say, many of our teachers scoff at what this writer 
and millions of Americans regard as guiding-life principles — 
the historicity of the Scriptures and their inspiration. 

However, Lee: places the believing Christian on the 
ignorarice shelf, treating Darwin's THEORY of evolution in 
the same fashion as Newton's LAW of gravity. 

t would chatienge any tair-minded educator to discuss Dar- 
win's ideas with a qualified zoologist, anthropologist, or 
botanist - Christian, agnostic, or whatever. 

He or she will find that said theory is at war with the 
second law of thermodynamics. At the risk of over- 
simplification, Darwin and his colleagues contend that all of 
this began with an array of molecules in disarray and 
through a random process, said array evolved into an in- 
creasingly ordered process. 

The law noted above precludes this course. This little 
problem is a well-kept secret in our junior and senior high 
schools. Schools now are organized and controiled by the 
educational establishment - administrators, specialists and 
teachers.
